Presidential Chief of Staff Michael Defen- 
sor said yesterday that "the President would 
‘meet with her top generals maybe collective- 
Jyand individually” in the coming days to tell 
them what she wanted in her next chief of 
staff as well as to personally asses their indi- 
vidual visions for the military’ future.

Defensor said the top four candidates 
being considered for the plum post are: 
Esperon, Reyes, Mayuga and Romero. 

He said the Presidents top priority in choos- 
ing Senga's successor was the continued im- 
plementation of the program to professional- 
ize the military after two decades of numerous 
advennurism and mutiny aempss.

Magdalo financiers known 
Friday, says Army chief

Magdalo officer to squeal

А MEMBER OF THE MAGDALO GROUP HAS 
turned his back on his former colleagues and 
has opted to cooperate with authorities, a se- 
nior investigator said yesterday. 

Police said Lt. Patricio Bumidang, one of six 
rogue soldiers arrested in a raid in Quezon 
City, has expressed his willingness to cooper- 
ate with police investigators and has signed a 
document saying so. 

“This is a huge breakthrough. If we are now 
groping in the dark, then we are seeing some 
light," said Senior Supt. Asher Dolina, head of 
the Criminal Investigation and Detection 
Group National Capital Region. 

Dolina said Bumidang might have finally 
realized “the futility” of the Magdalo group's 
actions. He hinted that Bumidang could be- 
come a state witness. 

"During our raid when we captured them, 1 
noticed even then that Lt, Bumidang ap- 
peared to be blaming his colleagues (for what 
happened),”" Dolina said. 

But Assistant Chief State Prosecutor 
Richard Anthony Fadullon said Bumidang 
cannot be used as a state witness against his 
co-accused because the crime of illegal pos- 
session pf firearms is not a conspiracy. 

Also captured during the raid were Capt. 
Nathaniel Rabonza, 1st Lt.Sonny Sarmiento, 
2nd Lis. Angelbert Gay and Aldrin Baldona- 
do, and Navy Ltj.g. Kiram Sadava, and two 
civilians, lawyer Christopher Belmonte and 
Michael Yangson. 

‘The Department of Justice has filed before 
а Quezon City court charges of illegal posses- 
sion of firearms and explosives and direct as- 
заш against the six Magdalo soldiers. 

Bumidang would be the second Magdalo 
officer to squeal on his former colleagues. The 
Army earlier confirmed that 1st Lt. Lawrence 
San Juan, another Magdalo officer captured 
in February in Batangas, had been cooperat- 
ing with authorities.

Dolina said he had Bumidang executed а 
handwritten statement saying he was eooper- 
ating and that ће was not coerced into doing 
so before he and CIDG officers proceeded to 
the Fil-Invest subdivision. 

Bumidang was accompanied by his lawyer, 
Francis Villanueva, police said. 

Yesterday, two of the recaptured renegade 
soldiers appeared in a Makati court. 

Wearing only slippers, Rabonza and 
Sarmiento were brought by their military cus- 
todians to the Makati Regional Trial Court. 

Sarmiento's lawyer Theodore Te and 
Rabonza's counsel, Rene Saguisag, however, 
noted that their clients were obviously not 
ready for the hearing, as they came in improp- 
er atire, unlike their co-accused who were in 
military uniform.

ings. The Catholic Church uses it to symbolize the 
Kingship of Christ, to represent the Mass as a “new and 
perfect sacrifice,” and to represent the prayers of the 
faithful wafting up to heaven. In the political sense, to in- 
cense something is to becloud an issue with thetorical 

smoke to cover up a stink. 

EDITORIAL Press Secretary Ignacio Bunye did 
the official incensing, after the 
Catholic Bishops’ Conference of the Philippines issued its 
latest pastoral statement. "The government welcomes 
and ponders with humility and sincere appreciation the 
moral counsel from the pastoral letter, The message of- 
fers many points of agreement and shared objectives be- 
tween the government and the Church,” he said. 

We have to wonder, considering the overall tone and 
content of that pastoral statement, what those “many 
points of agreement” are. We can think of only one: the 
ambivalence of the bishops with regard to this year’s im- 
peachment complaints, which leaves the administration 
in the agreeable position of enjoying the status quo. 

But what did the bishops say? In their statement, the 
bishops made two points that they asserted to be their 
“clear and unambiguous” position on impeachment. First, 
in “all sincerity we respect the position of individuals or 
groups that wish to continue using the impeachment рго- 
cess to arrive at the truth.” Second, “we are not inclined at 
the present moment to favor the impeachment process as 
the means for establishing the truth.” As they explain it, 
this is because the bishops have discerned that “unless the 
process and its rules, as well as the mind-sets of all partic 
pating parties, pro and con, are guided by no other motive 
than genuine concern for the common good, impeach- 
ment will once again serve as an unproductive exercise, 
dismaying every citizen and deepening the citizen's nega- 
tive perception ој politicians—Left, Right and Center." 

Clearly, then, the underlying message is that the last im- 
peachment effort in 2005 so debased and discredited our 
political institutions that the bishops have to wonder if the 
country can afford more of the same. What. would be re- 
quired, in their view, for a credible impeachment effort 
would be rules that foster, and don’t impede, the actual 
airing and deliberation on the charges, instead of legal 
gymnastics involving dates of filings and the manner in 
which the complaints have been drafted. Add to this their 
view that supporters of President Macapagal-Arroyo 
would have to examine the complaints on their merits 
alone, unimpeded by blind loyalty to Malacafiang, and 
that the political opposition and other critics would have 
to set aside personal ill-feelings and even partisan inter- 
ests, and the near-miraculous nature of what is required 
becomes clear. Ironically, these men of the cloth seem 
skeptical of such a political miracle taking place. 

Which is, to be fair, something most supporters of im- 
peachment have admitted all along, They see little hope 
the charges will prosper, but still cling to the hope that air- 
ing them at least helps them comply with their civic duties. 
Defenders of the President seem to be uninterested in any 
lesson in civics. Which is why Malacafiang can praise their 
being condemned, in a sense, by the bishops. Moral criti- 
cism, if not backed by political action, can always be 
shrugged off or damned with faint praise. 

When House Minority Leader Francis Escudero, speak- 
ing for the opposition, asked, “If they favor (the) search for 
the truth but not through impeachment, then through 
what means?" he reflected a reasonable puzzlement over 
the matter. In trying to be unambiguous, the bishops have 
introduced a new kind of ambiguity. How, indeed? Senate 
investigations have been blocked. Proposals for an inves- 
tigative commission haven't prospered. 

‘Majority Leader Prospero Nograles tried to be helpful: 
"The House or Congress is not a correct venue to find guilt 
ог innocence. It’s the courts that will decide guilt or no 
guilt, not Congress in an impeachment case because 
Congress decides, as a policy, whether good or bad, to re- 
move an official,” he said. Which means, for now, under- 
lings can be charged in court, but the President of the 
Philippines can look forward to being immune from suit 
until 2010, and beyond political accountability with re- 
gard to impeachment. The truest meaning of “win-win,” 
perhaps? For her, though not for the country. 

The bishops opened a door to nowhere, and pethaps 
that is the most discouraging thing about their statement, 
It proves that the country is nowhere closer to a resolution 
of the crisis of legitimacy. 
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THE PASTORAL STATEMENT OF THE 
Catholic Bishops Conference of the Philip- 
pines (CBCP), refusing to endorse the im- 
peachment of President Macapagal-Arroyo, is 
а model in fence-siting. The Tagalogs have a 
word for it: kabaklaan, which means neither 
here nor there. 

Tn its pastoral statement, the 124-member 
CBCP said the impeachment process would be 
‘an “unproductive political exercise" in deter- 
mining the truth, At the same time, however, it 
said it favored the search for the truth behind 
charges against GMA and that it respected "the. 
Position of individuals or groups that wish using 
the impeachment process to arrive at the truth." 
Yet it added that "we are not inclined at present 
to favor the impeachment process as the means 
of establishing the truth." 

‘What do you make of that? Appears like dou- 
ble-talk to те, As far as I can make it out, the 
CBCP favors the “search for the truth” but it 
does not favor the “impeachment process to get 
to that truth." 

How then do the bishops plan to get to the 
truth? Impeachment is the only constitutional 
process left for our people to find out the truth. 
All other processes have been shut out by the Ar- 
Toyo administration and is political lackeys 
Perhaps the bishops prefer the truth to be tor- 
tured out of GMA and her cohorts? Or do they 
expect her to have an attack of conscience and 
tell everything in the confessional? There can 
never be an “attack of conscience" unless there 
is a conscience to attack, and the present Mala- 
cafiang occupant has none. 

Perhaps the good bishops want a repeat of 
Edsa 1 and Edsa Il where the siting presidents 
were both chased out of Malacafang, illegally, 
by a rabble. In the case of Edsa П, the cohorts of 
President Joseph Estrada prevented the im- 
peachment process from arriving at the truth. 
And so the prosecutors walked out, legally and 
‘went to Edsa—which seemed to me to be a pre- 
meditated move—t achieve by violence (or the. 
threat of one) what could not be achieved by the 
constitutional process of impeachment Is that 
‘what the bishops want? 


‘THE FUNNY THING 15 THAT ARCHBISHOP 
‘Angel Lagdameo, head ofthe Catholic Bishops 
Conference of the Philippines, prefaced his or- 
ganization's stand by saying, "We wish to make 
the CBCP position clear and unambiguous on 
the present impeachment plans.” The last 
thing the wording of that position is is clear 
and unambiguous. It is in fact so cloudy and 
ambiguous it has given rise to all sorts of misin- 
terpretations. 

Malacaiang, in the form of Ignacio Bunye, 
immediately spun Lagdameo statement by 
saying: "On the matter of impeachment, we 
concur with the bishops that impeachment is 
not the current way toward change and resolu- 
Чоп in our current political concerns.” 

"The announcers of ANC also said something 
along those lines immediately after Lagdameo 
read the CBCP position: "The CBCP” said one, 
"does not support impeachment as a way of es- 
tablishing truth.” 

Т myself got a lot of calls and text messages 
from dumbfounded friends wondering how 
the CBCP given that its leadership has been 
wrested by progressive minds from reac- 
tionary ones, settled for this, 1 myself suspect 
the wording of the position, if not the position.

1s Maynilad Water Services Inc. so desperate- 
ју distressed financially that itis tying to cheat 
its water consumers? Artist Fernando Sena of 
San Francisco del Monte, Quezon City, thinks 
о. He wrote о this column to complain about 
his water bills and to warn the public against 
overbilling. 

“Yesterday, 1 received the MWSI bill for June 
вто July 6, 2006," he wrote, “with consumption 
of 63 cubic meters amounting to P1,562.34 (Ac- 
ex. 51987439). I was shocked to read this billing 
because, based on my daily reading since Jan- 
wary this year, 1 have consumed only 37 cubic 
meters from June 6 to July 6, 2006, computed 
by deducting the 4,109 previous reading from 
the 4,146 present reading.” 

‘What happened? The MWSI reading showed 
the same 4,109 previous reading but there was 
по present reading. Instead, the consumption 
was listed as “AVERAGE.” And that average was 
placed at 63 cubic meters. 

Luckily for him, Sena was listing down his 
monthly water consumption on a calendar, so 
he had proof of the overbilling. 

"Twent to the MWSI office on Del Monte Av- 
enue to complain,” he continued, ‘showed them 
my calendar. When they saw the calendar, they 
Said inc-average nila ang reading? They asked 
те to pay only a partial amount of P700 and

public to list down their water meter reading ev-

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THE BROADCAST LAST WEEK OF THE VIDEO 
showing Brig. Gen. Danilo Lim declaring his with- 
‘drawal of support from President Macapagal-Ar- 
Toyo has revealed a far more extensive conspiracy 
to grab power than what the government had 
presented when she declared a state of national 
emergency lat Feb. 24, 

"The extent of the conspiracy unfolded after the 
broadcast (1) forced some parties involved in the 
conspiracy to reveal (betray is a better word) 
their cohorts, and (2) led some persons close to 
the military plotters to disclose to the press de- 
tails ofthe conspiracy. 

"The administration has no reason to claim that 
the tape justified its proclamation of national 
emergency. The unveiling of a wider conspiracy 
that included supporters in business shows that 
the administration rests on a very fragile founda- 
tion, The video, according to Executive Secretary 
Eduardo Ermita, had given the administration 
“confidence to use martial law powers that Presi 
dent Marcos used" if a similar event occurs in the 
future. 

‘After the busting of the Feb. 24 coup plot, the. 
government is far from safe. The days of coup 
Plotting are not behind us. Although some of the. 
people alleged to have been involved in the con- 
Spiracy to, euphemistcally speaking, “withdraw 
support from Arroyo" are now on the run, the net- 
‘works of coup plotters in both the military and 
civilian sectors have only gone underground. It 
‘will require a wide-ranging search to flush them 
ош. 

"Thus far, this is the picture emerging after the 
broadcast of the video and the reactions that fol 
lowed it: 

"I There is nothing in the video to suggest chat 
the Left was involved in the planning of the with- 
drawal plot. The revelations of Roy Sefieres, who 
has cast himself in the role of a “patriot” in acting 
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middle-class types, including businessmen and 
military without the participation of the 
Left. This evidence blasts Ms Arroyo's claim that 
PP 1017 aborted а Right-Left conspiracy.

AUS Army deserter in the Fil-Am War 


IF YOU HAVE THE TIME TO OPEN THE US 
Library of Congress website and look under 
‘American Memory" you will find Filipiniana on- 
line. Most engaging are very short films (less than. 
а minute) on the Filipino-American War at the 
tum of the last century. Watching jerky, black- 
and-white shots of American soldiers chasing off 
the “Filipinos” is quite an experience, until back- 
ground research reveals that some of the Fil-Am 
War films were not shot on location in the Philip- 
pines but done in New Jersey with Black Ameri- 
cans playing the role of Filipinos. 

Now that we are celebrating 60 years of friend- 
ship with the United States and Japan, I try and 
look beyond the establishment of official diplo- 
matic relations with other countries to the end of 
the 19h century searching for Japanese and 
‘Americans who fought on our side during the 
Revolution against Spain and in the Filipino- 
American War. We have a ist of Japanese military 
officers who served under Emilio Aguinaldo, but 
that requires further research for authentication. 
There were a number of Americans who deserted 
in the Philippines and joined Aguinaldo's army, 
but the details also have to be dug out of the past. 
Most intriguing is someone we find in Jose Ale- 
jandrino's memoirs, "La senda del sacrificio": 

“Fagan was a Negro giant more than six feet in 
height who deserted the American Army, taking 
with him all the revolvers that he could bring, and 
who served in our forces with the rank of captain. 
Не did not know how to read or write, but he was 
а faithful companion. He was very affectionate 
and helpful to me, going to the extent of carrying 
me in his arms or shoulders when i, weakened by 
fevers and poor nutrition, had to cross rivers or 
ascend steep grades. The services which he ren- 
‘dered to me were such that they could only be ex- 
pected from a brother or a son. 

“Thad heard narrations of the feats of valor and 
the intrepidity of Fagan, but his most outstanding 
‘characteristic was his mortal hatred of the Ameri- 


can whites. At the beginning, when our men did 
not know him yet very wel, he asked them for the 
custody of several American white prisoners. 

Naturally, not knowing his intentions, they ac- 
‘ceded to his petition. But later on, he reported to 
them that, because they were intending to es- 
саре, he was forced to kill them all. He was sub- 
jected to an investigation, but inasmuch as there 
were no witnesses to his аст, they had to acquit 
him. From then on, they never permitted him to 
approach the prisoners, and some white desert 
fers who were with Lacuna were warned to be 
careful when alone with Fagan. Undoubtedly, the 
‘Americans received information about these 
things and this must have been the reason Fun- 
ston wanted him. 

"They told me that when Fagan went with his 
guerrillas, whenever he was on horseback, it was 
а sign of advance or resistance, but when he got 
down from his horse, his soldiers already knew 
that it was the sign to retreat. t asked him the rea- 
son for this custom and he answered me that, 
‘while advancing in search of the enemy ог while 
fighting, he did not want to tire unnecessarily his 
legs, but when it came to retreating, he had to 
leave the horse because his feet were faster than 
those of his horse. Besides, he could squeeze him- 
self into and pass places which a horse could only 
go into with great difficulty. 

“Pagan was very fond of carousals and drink- 
ing. In some of his escapades, he arrived in а. 
small village on the banks of the Rio Chico of 
Pampanga. He looked for а guitar, and, with 


some members of his guerrillas, he began to drink 
and serenade the women of the place. When the 
night was already very late, he went to bed in a 
small hut, sleeping with а companion. After а 
short while, his companion woke him up, telling. 
him that he was hearing footsteps and voices of 
‘Americans. Fagan, who was halfasleep answered 
that he was dreaming and that his fear induced 
him to hear and see visions. Inasmuch, however, 
as his companion insisted, Fagan reluctantly 
stood up to peep out of the window, and there he 
really saw that the hut was surrounded by Ameri- 
cans. He lost no time in jumping out of the win- 
dow and, taking advantage of the circumstances 
that the Americans could not fire for fear of 
‘wounding their own men in the dark, he selected 
the site nearest to the forest and with а revolver 
he shot his way out and escaped. 

“Fagan spoke Tagalog very vividly and lived in. 
the camp with a woman. One morning, this wom- 
an presented herself to me crying and showing 
me one cheek bitten off and saying that Pagan 
had done it. sent for Fagan and asked him what 
happened. 

“iwas only dreaming, he answered. 

"He related to me that he had dreamed that he. 
"was being surprised by the Americans and, not 
having the intention to be caught alive, he resist- 
ей as much as he could with punches, kickings 
and bitings, but his fury against the enemy had 
been rained on his woman companion. 

“When our surrender was effected, 1 really felt 
very sorry to have to leave Fagen. left him some 
twelve rifles for his defense. Later on, 1 learned 
that the Americans put a price on his head and he 
was assassinated, according to versions, in the 
mountains of Bongabon.” 

Cheek-biting reminds us of Mike Tyson and 
should spur further research.

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Life flows from Salinas salt springs 


The gift of-another chance in Baguio

HEN WATER STOPPED FLOWING 
from the mounds of the Salinas 
salt springs in 1990, residents of 
the farming village of Salinas in 
Bambang, Nueva Vizcaya, strug- 
gled to cope with the reality that 
the natural wonder, once their 
communitys pride and the 
province's revered symbol, might 
have finally met its demise. 


‘Through the years, they gradually accepted 
the loss after geologists confirmed that the 
springs had deteriorated because of tectonic 
movements of the Earth's crus, triggered by 
the 7.8-magnitude earthquake that hit North- 
ern Luzon on July 16, 1990 

Litle did they expect that more than а decade 
after its "death," the salt springs will ow again 
to nourish the mounds and sustain life for them. 

А 2000 geologic study commissioned by 
then Gov. Rodolfo Agbayani showed that the 
1990 earthquake diverted underground ма 
ter that used to flow into the springs. Since 
then, the whitish mounds jutting out of the 
forested mountainside in Sitio Bansing have 
gradually fallen into virtual oblivion. 

"The mounds were formed through millions 
of years by the continuous fow of a natural 
spring containing sulfate and carbonate salts, 
through a process similar to that of stalactites 
and stalagmites, according to geologists. 

When the flow stopped, the mounds dried 
up, turned gray and lost the gleam that had 
endeared locals so much that their forefathers 
named the village “Salinas” (salt mines). 

So instead of looking at ecotourism as a 
means for their place to gain progress and 
prominence, the villagers, composed mainly 
of Ilocano and Kalanguya setters, had to go 
back to rice and vegetable farming, and agro 
forestry for their livelihood, 


But in 2004, the villagers discovered that 
water still flowed from the Salinas salt springs. 


Newlife 

The slightly inclined tract of land below the 
mounds is now host to about 30 fishponds, laid 
out almost like the rice terraces of ifugao. T al 
lows naturally flowing water from the base of the 
mounds to cascade from one pond to the next. 

“The fishponds have since provided an alter- 
native means of livelihood for people in the 
surrounding villages. 

Farmers in the sub-villages of Bansing and 
Gracia used to plant only vegetables and rice. 
At first, they even considered the salty water 
from the springs а nuisance, as they believed 
it was stunting the growth of their crops. 

їп 2004, Glenn Mabunga, then Sangguni- 
ang Kabataan chair of Salinas, thought of im- 
pounding the free flowing salty water and 
converting this into fishponds. Mabunga, 22, 
saw aquaculture as a profitable venture to 
raise funds for their youth prganization. 

"People in the community were taunting 
me about the project because they thought 
freshwater fish like tilapia could not live in 
salty water” he said. 

Nevertheless, Mabunga and a number of 
teenagers went on to dig two rectangular 
pools toa depth of about five feet, filled them. 
with che water and dispersed tilapia finger- 
lings into the ponds. 

"When the SK members had their first har- 
vest three months later, Mabunga had proven 
the skeptics wrong. 

Esteban Pudiguet, 51, fisheries coordinator 
of the Bambang agriculture office, shared 
Mabunga's view: He bought a parcel of idle land 
in the area and converted this into fishponds. 

“ft was natural for us to hear negative com- 
ments about what we were doing. But when 
they saw how productive tilapia culture has 
become, others followed suit," Pudiquet said 

‘About 20 farmers now own and maintain 
fishponds below the mound and organized 
themselves into the Salinas Salt Springs Fish- 
erfolk Association. Membership continues to 
grow, according to Pudiquet. 

"The fishponds come in various sizes —the small 


‘ones are about half the size of a volleyball court 
while others are as big asa basketball court. 

А species that was found capable of adapt- 
ing to the salty water is the Nile tilapia (Ore- 
ochromis niloticus), which is said to grow as big, 
as an adult's palm. Farmers buy tilapia finger- 
lings from the Central Luzon State University 
in the Science City of Muñoz in Nueva Ecija. 


Best tasting 

Bambang Councilor Rachel Magday-Itchon 
said tilapia harvested from Salinas were the 
best-tasting available in the market, primarily 
because these'did not have the earthen taste 
(asang рий that is common among tilapia 
grown in other areas. 

"Consumers are now staring to look for that 
‘tilapia from Salinas because iis said tobe clean, 
and with the meat that is slightly salty” she said. 

Pudiquet said the salt content of the water 
somehow hardened the soil on the pools bed 
and this reduced murkiness of the pond and 
kept the water clean.

“We haven't set a particular timetable for 
this operation, We will continue in places, in 
time, in measures that will suit our purposes," 
said Olmert, who is facing the biggest test of 
his premiership in the crisis. 

“1 think that once the Qassam (rocket) 
shooting will be stopped and the terrorist ac 
tions against innocent civilians will be halted 
altogether, there will be no need for any ls 
Taeli action in Gaza," he said 

At least 50 Palestinians and one Israeli sol- 
dier have been kiled since Israel tanks and 
troops poured into the Gaza Strip on July 5 in 
a bid to stop Palestinian rocket attacks and se 
cure Cpl.

Morgan Stanley claimed in its petition be- 
fore the Hong Kong court (the equivalent of 
the Philippines’ Court of Appeals) that LIRL

AN INHERITANCE FIGHT HAS ERUPTED 
among the 10 children of accounting legend 
Carlos J. Valdes, with his eldest now facing 
three criminal charges for allegedly having 
acquired his parents’ Baguio property 
through a spurious deed of sale. 

Gabriel A.S. Valdes, 61, the father of fash- 
n designer Bea Valdes, was said to have 
bought for more than P23 million his parents 
7,124.54-square-meter property at 2 Cecilio 
Apostol St, adjacent to ће Mansion House. 

"The questioned deed of sale was effected in 
December 2005 with the signatures of his par- 
ents, except that Gabriel A.S. Valdes’ mother 
had passed away two years earlier: 

"The 87-year-old father—a former ambas- 
sador to Italy, the Vatican and Japan during 
the Marcos years—is in frail health and his 
business interests are now being adminis- 
tered by the accused, according to the 
grapevine. 

In his defense, the accused instead blamed 
the notary public, lawyer Hermenigildo Mon- 
ta, for the irregularities, "who made it appear 
that Carlos J. Valdes, who was in and out of 
hospitals at that time, appeared before him 
and executed that false deed of sale.” 

"The eldest sibling claimed the youngest, 
Jose Marie A.S. Valdes, 48, not only filed the 
complaint but also fabricated the documents 
to implicate him.

for $135M

(BPO) giant SPi Technologies Inc. for $135.34 
million. 

The sale involved an advance payment of 
51643 million to cover parent company SPi 
"Tech L.P's loan to DBS Bank Singapore. Also 
under the deal, ePLDT assumed $7 million of 
SPi Tech's debis. 

The acquisition places PLDT at the fore- 
front of the Philippines’ continued growth as 
а major hub for BPO services. It combines 
SPis 6,500 employees and 4,200 seats world- 
wide with those of ePLDT's Ventus call center 
group. The resulting firm will have more than 
11,000 employees and about 8,300 seats in its 
ВРО/сай center operations. 

50 is the worlds second-largest pure-play 
BPO company and the ninth-biggest independent 
provider in the industry. Из customers include 
Fortune 100 companies, non-profit organizations 
and government agencies in the financial ser- 
vices, healthcare, legal and publishing markets. 

"The BPO giant's main services include con- 
tent editorial and production, litigation sup- 
port coding and electronic data discovery, 
medical transcription, database structuring 
and management and transaction processing.

Cola Co. may buy back a majority stake in its 
Philippine bottler from its local partner Зал.

A statement issued by San Miguel to the 
Philippine Stock Exchange said the local brew- 
er, which holds 65 percent of the venture, was 
in talks with Atlanta-based Coca-Cola over 
their venture, Coca-Cola Bottles Philippines 
ine (CCBPD. 

"The company and the Coca-Cola Co. con- 
tinue their discussions on the ownership of 
CCBPI. The discussions, at this time, include 
negotiations over The Coca Cola Co. taking a 
majority stake in, and management and opera- 
tional control of, CCBPI,” San Miguel said. 

Tt stressed that no definite agreements have 
been reached so far.

Earlier reports said that Coca-Cola was set to 
terminate the bottling agreement with San 
Miguel amid weak sales. 

Sources said San Miguel and Coca-Cola 
were initially reviewing the terms relating to 
the price at which San Miguel pays for Coke's 
concentrate, a key factor that determines the 
cost for bottling the popular beverage brand.

global automobile industry early this 
month when the international media re- 
ported a proposal for General Motors to 
join the alliance of Nissan Motor Co. and 
Renault SA. by allowing the two to ac- 
quire 20 percent оё Из equity. The deal, 
broached by GM's largest individual 
shareholder, Kirk Kerkorian, would cre- 
ate an auto giant producing 15 million 
motor vehicles а year, about a quarter of 
the global market and almost twice the 
eight million output of Toyota Motor 
Cor, the world's No. 2 automaker 
which is expected to overtake GM as No. 
Tanytime soon. 

‘Kerkorian believes that the proposed 
alliance would save GM, Renault and 
Nissan billions of dollars by sharing en- 
gineering, purchasing and manufactur- 
ing costs for engines and the basic com- 
pohents and vehicle platforms of auto- 
mobiles. 


Top honchos 

Aside from the substantial 
synergies and cost savings pro- 
jected, Kerkorian's gambit fo- 
uses attention on the top hon- 
chos of the companies con- 
cerned. Carlos Ghosn, а 
Frenchman who was born

interlocking network of suppliers and

used the savings and pro- 
ceeds from the sale of com- 
panies to reduce the mas- 
sive debt. He restored 
morale, set financial 
targets and vowed 


to resign if he 
failed to meet 
them.

Ghosn met his goals, 
taking Nissan from a 
$5.6 billion loss in 
2000 to a $27 bil-

Sales and profits soared and by 
2005, Nissan was one of the most prof- 
itable companies in the industry with 
its share price tripling. And although as 
the first non-Japanese to head Nissan 


honored taboos, Ghosn became a folk 
hero and the subject of a series of ma 
ga comic books in Japan. With his suc- 
cess in Tokyo, Ghosn was promoted to 
CEO of Renault in Paris last year al- 
though he remains in charge of Nissan. 

Rick Wagoner, on the other hand, is 
more of a conservative team player 
than an iconoclast or icon of radical 
change, He has worked for GM since 
1977 and in 1999, the year before he 
took over, GM earned a record $5.7 bil- 
lion. In June 2000, when he became 
CEO, GM's stock was nearly $70 a 
share.

But ifs all been downhill for GM 
since then. GM had the capacity to pro- 
duce more cars than it could sell. Bur- 
dened with the highest health, pension. 
and labor costs in the industry and 
steadily losing market share to foreign 
competitors with more fuel-efficient 
cars amid soaring oil prices, GM posted 
a $10.6-billion loss last year and by De- 
cember 2005 its stock had plunged be- 
low $19 a share, a drop of more than 70 
percent. 

Wagoner is implementing а 
turnaround plan anchored on the clo-

share £, 

Inthe first quarter this year, GM re- 
ported modest profit but it was due to 
an accounting change and cash flow re- 
mained negative. GM's debt ratings re- 
main in “deep junk” territory. Despite

Revolutionary 
approach 

However, the vote 
of confidence was not 
‘unanimous. Jerome York, 
Kerkorian's representative оп 
the board, said that GM needs Ghosn's 
leaders style and personality more 
than Wagoner's measured steps to pre- 
Serve as much of the status quo as pos- 
Sible while moving the business back 
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into the black. Kerkorian wants a revo- 
lutionary, high risk/high reward ap- 
proach, nor Wagoners incremental, 
low risk/low reward approach. At 89, 
the billionaire who paid $1.6 billion or 
530 а share for his 9.9 percent stake in 
GM hopes to look back on his invest- 
ment as successful in a year or 
two—not 10 years. 

‘There are many arguments for and 
against a GM-Renault-Nissan alliance 
that would reshape the global auto in- 
dustry, But in the last analysis, it may 
all boil down to whether the differ 
ences in management style, corporate 
culture and personality of Carlos 
Ghosn and Rick Wagoner can be 
meshed successfully—if Ghosn doesn't 
take over Wagoner’ job. That is what 
makes the proposed mega-merger so 
engrossing.
